‘Their bills are 
parceled out between two Senate, 
Committees. Both have a heavy 
workload of other duties and 
can’t give the necessary priority |” 
to the problems of those who have 
served in the armed forces. 
Certainly if the Senate can set 
up a Small Business Committee or 
a Committee on Labor and Public 
Welfare to handle .the special 
problems of those interests, it can 
and should establish _a Committee 
to devote its exclusive attention 
to our 22 million veterans. There 
men and women, together with 


the one-man grand jury.and also 
a panel of 23 citizens to sit as a 
grand jury. However, only. the 
former is given the. power to grant 
immunity. 

Kavanagh suggests that the im- 
munity power be vested’ in the 
multiple-man grand fury. He 
hopes that a system patterned 
after federal court procedure can 
be established. This would call 
for a citizens’ panel to sit regu- 
larly four times each year. 

At present, the one-man grand 
jury is only called in special cases. 
This results in a great deal of 
publicity for the particular case. 

Kavanagh stresses that he_ is 
not critical of grand jurors now 
sitting to hear cases in Wayne and 
Macomb Counties. Abuses were
